Washington, October 18.—Food Ad- 


ministrator Hoover gave notice to the 
public tonight that “the corner has 


‘been turned” in high food prices and 
that most of.the essential commodities 
’ ghauld continue to show reductions be- 
tween now and the end of the year. 
At the same time he pointed out that 
retail prices are not going down in ac- 
cord with wholesale reductions, and in- 
timated that the consumer himself 
might correct this by bringing proper 
pressure to bear. 

To aid the public in dealing with re- 
tailers who continue to extort war 
profits the food administration is col- 
lecting wholesale prices of all staples 
fin 700 cities 2nd soon will begin pub- 
lishing them weekly for comparison 

“with the retail figures. 

Without further authority from con- 
gress, Mr. Hoover said, the govern- 
“ment is powerless to contro! retailers, 
‘except those doing a business of more 
than $100,000 a year. He did not care 
to discuss the question whether con- 

: gress would be asked to extend his 
authority, saying he wanted to give the 
retailers a chance first. 

Retail Prices Unwarranted. 

As an illustration of how the price 
to the consumer is keeping up, a state- 
ment issued by the administration said 
beef now is selling in Chicago at 14% 
cents a pound, compared with 16 cents 
in July, while the average retail price 
of round steak now is 31 cents, com- 
pared with 27 cents in July. The mill-

The firm of Robinson-Humphrey- 
Wardlaw company was established in 
Atlanta in 1894 by Mr. Robinson. It 
was conducted under the name of “Roby 
Robinson—Stocks and Bonds” until 
1902, when W. G. Humphrey became 
a partner. 

In 1911 the firm name was changed 
to “Robinson - Humphrey - Wardlaw 
company,’ and Mr. Wardlaw and Mr. 
Goodrum became stockholders. In 
July, 1915, Mr. Humphrey died and his 
interest was acquired by the 
members of the firm, but the firm name 
was not changed. 

On October 17 Mr. 
Goodrum sold their stock in the com- 
pany to Mr. Robinson and formaly 
severed their connection with the firm. 

The firm is‘one of the best known,in 
the entire country. It has done, an 
extensive business in state, city, coun- 
ty, school and municipal bonds, and 
has also handled a great many issues 
of reliable industrial bonds. Among 
some of the most important deals*han- 
dled by the company was the flotation 
of two issues of Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company bonds, 
aggregating a total of $5,000,000. Since 
its organization the company has han-

Only 
one license is required where a con- 
cern has branches. 

Statement by Hoover, 

The administrator's statement 
lows: 

“The food administration considers 
that, subject to co-operation from the 
farmers and the retailers, the corner 
has now been turned in high prices and 
that most of the essential commodities 
should one after another begin to 
show reductions between now and the 
erd of the year. The food administra- 
tion has no control of either the grow- 
er or his organizations, nor of the 
gteat majority of retailers. The 
foundations have been laid for regu- 
lation of the intermediate trades, and 
where these regulations hay me in- 
to force and the trades # co-oper- 
ating finely, considerable results are 
evident in the wholesale prices. 

Price of Flour. 

“The current prices at which flour 
is being sold at the mill door in jute 
bags vary somewhat with the locality 
and freight charges on wheat, Toledo 
showing the lowest prices at $10 for 
first p&tent and $940 for second pat- 
ent, the highest being Buffalo at $10.70 
for: first patent and $10.70 for second 
patent; Minneapolis being $10.60 for 
first patent and $10.46 for setond pat- 
ent. This shows a large reduction un- 
der August prices. 

“The regulations on the distribution 
of wheat and the manufacture of flour 
were put into force the middle of Sep- 
tem ber. 

“Thie average retail price on first pat- 
ents 11. -796 cities on October 18 was 
$13.77, or from $1.50 to $2 pér barrel 
higher than is warranted by the price 
being made by the millers.

GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN 
SAILORS HAVE CLASH 


Fresh _ Dissatisfaction 
Breaks Out in German 
Fleet and in Austrian War- 
ships in Adriatic. 


New York, October 18.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Apparently contingents of the 
Russian fleet—in all about twenty war- 
ships of various class—are bottled up 
in Moon sound, with a cordon of Ger- 
man war craft barring their egress 
northward back into the Gulf of Fin- 
land or to the south into the Gulf of 
Riga. 

Brave, but outclassed by reason of 
Superior gun range and heavier ton- 
nage, the Russians gave battle to the 
Germans and attempted to force back 
the enemy armada off Oesel island. 
Standing far outside the shell zone of 
the Russians, however, the guns of the 
German dreadnaughts sank the battle- j 
ship Slava—a relic of the days before | 
the Russo-Japanese war—and so bad- 
ly damaged other units that the Rus- 
sian flotilla was forced to seek refuge 
in Moon sound—lying between Moon 
|island and the Esthonia coast. 
Immediately seeing their advantage, 
ithe Germans, according to the latest) 
German official communication, began 
extensive operations against Moon is- 
‘land, hammering its eastern shofe bat-. 
'teries until they were silenced, also at- 
‘tacking the Russian guns on the main- 
_land,putting them out of action. Moon 
_ island was captured and the Russians 
| took refuge inside Moon sound. 
| Thereupon the Germans threw war- 
|ships.to the eastern part of Kassar bay, 
‘lying to the north of Moon island, 
barring exit from the northern en- 
trance to Moon sound and also rushed 
contingents to the south of Moon is- 
‘land, apparently closing ‘the passage 
to the south in the Gulf of Riga. 

Already the Germans have attempted 
to attack from the north into Moon 
sound but the Russian guns have held 
them back successfully. Among the 
German warships attacking the old line 
vessels of the Russian fleet were at 
least two dreadnaughts of the Grosser 
Kurfuerst type— vessels displacing 
25,000 tons, as against 13,516 tons for 
the Slava. A majority of the crew of 
the Slava was saved by Russian tor- 
pedo boats when the vessel took its 


final plunge. 


TEUTON SEAMEN 
AGAIN MUTINY. 


With this advantage of the German 
naval forces over the Russians, how- 
ever, comes news of fresh dissatisfac- 
tion in the German fleet and also of a 
mutiny in the Austrian fleet in the Adri- 
atric, and of bitter feeling between 
German and Austrian seamen in the 
Adriatic. German sailors at Ostend are 
reported to have refused to go aboard 
submarines for duty and to have thrown 
overboard one of their officers. In the 
Adriatic the Austrian seamen have 
mutinied owing to ill-treatment by their 
officers and the bad food served to 
them. 

The bittnerness of feeling between 
the Germans and the Austrians at Pola, 
Austria’s naval base in the Adriatic, 
resulted in a fight in which men on 
both sides were killed. The trouble 
conduct 
of the German seamen, who are attached 
‘to the submarine flotilla, and it was 
necessary as a result of the bad blood 
to’ change the German base in the 
Adriati¢ to a point farther south. 

On land there have been no battles 
of noteworthy importance. In Belgium 
the British and French guns are still 
hammering the German positions, but 
there has been no indication, either of- 
ficially or unofficially, of when a re- 
newed infantry attack may be expected. 
The French troops of the southern por- 
tion of the line have repulsed somewhat 
strong German attacks in’ the Verdun 
sector near Bezonvaux and also along 
the Aise front on the Vauclere pla- 
teau. 

On the other fronts only reconnoiter- 
ing engagements and bombardments 


are in progress.

Nearly $1,750,000,000 of 

_Loan Subscribed—Amount

Washington, October 18.—The gov- 
ernment today. set in motion the ma- 
chinery to apprehend and punish pro- 
German workers who have started an 
organized campaign in more than a 
} dozen states to defeat the Liberty 
Loan. 

By telegraph from. Salt Lake City 
Secretary McAdoo authorized the is- 
suance of a statement here calling 
upon all banks upon which German 
pressure has been brought to bear in 
an effort to induce them not to aid 
the loan to report the circumstances 
to him and promising to prosecute to 
the limit of the law the “disloyal and 
traitorous persons” making such at- 
tempts at intimidation. 

Department of justice officials also 
began an investigation into the work- 
ings of the alleged congpiraters with | 
a view to prosecution where justified 
undér the espionage and ‘ether laws, 
dealing with sedition “ang ‘Attempts 
thwart the government's war purposes. 

_Nearly $1/750,000,000 

The nation's atiswer to the abortive 
efforts of the pro-German campatgn 
was the greatest single day’s subscrip- 
tions since the campaign started. Offi- 
clals estimate that nearly $1,760,000,- 
000 of the loan has been subscribed and 
heavy sales are reported in prospect 
for the closing days of the drive. 

Reports to the treasury from many 
sections indicate that the alleged plot 
has not only failed, but has resulted 
in stimulating subscriptions where the 
conspirators were most active. 

Secretary McAdoo’s statement was 
as follows: 


“From several sections of the country 
bankers have reported to me that some 
of their customers have thréatened to. 
withdraw deposits if their banks sub- 
scribed to the Liberty Loan. Such at- 
tempts at intimidation are made by dis- 
loyal and traitorous persons and are 
serious offenses against the law, for 
which stern punishment should be in- 
flicted. ‘ 
Prosecutions Promised. 

“T earnestly request any banigg, state 
or national, against which such threats 
have been made to renort immediately 
by telegram or letter to the secretary 
of the treasury, Washington, the names 
and addresses of the person or persons 
guilty of such disloyal and traitorous 
actions and I shall see to it that they 
are dealt with to the IMmit of the law. 

“I also request such banks to in 
form me immediately if any deposit 


to the Liberty Loan, giving me the 
name of the person or persons who have 
made such withdrawals. 

“Every bank in the United States 
subscribing to the bonds of the United 
States government will be protected 
with all the power and resources of 
the government. No bank shall be 
punished for doing its patriotic duty 
by assisting the government to prose- 
cute the war to a swift and victorious 
conclusion.” 

The secretary telegraphed the state- 
ment to the treasury department from 
Salt Lake City, where he spoke today. 

Half ef Qucta Subscribed. 

Approximately $1,500,000,000, one- 
half the minimum quota of the Liberty 
‘Loan, has been subscribed today, treas- 
ury Officials estimated, on the face of 
unofficial reports from the twelve fed- 
eral reserve banks. 

“Many. subscriptions have been ob- 
tained within the last four days, or 
since the issuance of the president’s 
proclamation,” said a treasury state- 
ment. “Encouraged by the new inten- 
sified activity, committees declare they 


will do better yet. painting subscrip- 
tians of more than $400,000.000 a day 
from now until the end of the campaign 
may seem to be an impossible task, but 
it will be attempted.”

CAPTURE MOON ISLAND

The German forces have captured Moon 
Island, according to the official atate- 
ment tonight. 


Berlin, October 18.—(Via London.)— 
The Germans have taken 10,000 pris- 
oners and 50 guns on Oesel island, the 
war office reports. 


The Russian naval forces in the Gulf) 


of Riga have been trapped by the Ger- 
mans, according to the announcement. 
It says German naval units are lying 
in the eastern portion of Kasg@ar bay 
north of Oesel island, and are barring 
the passage westward. 

Portions of the German naval forces 
pressed forward through the mine field 
in the Gulf of Riga to the southern exit 


of Moon sound. The statement says 
there was a short engagement with 
aout 20 Russian warships, which later 
retired to Moon sound. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Kastern Theater: Reclassification 
of the booty captured on Oesel Island 
has, up to the present, given the fol- 
lowing result: Ten thousand prisoners 
from two Russian divisions—ogly a few 
hundred men escaped to Moon Island;

The 
Russian battleship Slava was sunk as 
the result of being hit séveral times 
beneath the water line. Nearly all the

GERMANS REFUSE 
TO BOARD U-BOATS. 


Amsterdam, October 18.—A mutiny 
among German sailors at the Belgian 
ort of Ostend, who refused to go on 
oe submarines, is reported by The 
Belgisch Dagblad. The newspaper says 
an officer was thrown into the sea and 
that thirty mutineers were removed in 
handcuffs to Bruges. 


AUSTRIAN AND-GERMAN 
SAILORS IN CLASH. 


Washington, October 18.—Official 
diplomatic dispatches received here to- 
day report mutinies in the Austrian 
navy and clashes between Austrian 
sailors and crews of the German sub- 
marine fleet based at Pola, in which 
officers on both sides have been killed 
and whioh resulted in a decision to 
change the base of the German flotilla. 

Despite the attempts of the Austrian 
admiralty to suppress the news, it 
reached here today, coming by way of 
Berne. The Austrian crews are said to 
have revolted under ill treatment of 
officers and bad food, while.the clash 
with the German submarine crews was 
caused by the overbearing conduct of 
the latter. 

The dispatches say the tension be- 
tween the Austrian and German crews 
became so alarming that extraordinary 
measures were tdken to prevent a re- 
currence of the fighting between them, 
which included the decision to move the 
German submarine flotilla from: the 
Austrian base at Pola to another point 
further south on the Adriatic. The 
fighting between the two sets of crews 
is described as having been sanguinary. 


Regarded as Significant. 


This news of mutiny in the Austrian 
navy, received in the capital today al- 
most at the same time as the Amster- 
dam dispatches reporting further mu- 
tinies in the German navy—this time 
among submarine crews—~<reated a pro- 
found impression among American na- 
val officers and among other officials 
who have been watching the situation 
with expectation since the first mu- 
tinies in the German fleet were report- 
ed a few days ago. 

The first signs of mutiny in the Ger- 
man fleet were regarded as most sig- 
nificant, since unlike the army it has 
endured little of the hardship of cam- 


aligning. Dispatches from abroad, 
SC oraear confirm the opinion of Ameri- 
can naval officers that it probably was 
due in part at least to the drafting 
of seamen for submarine crews, a serv- 
ice which has come to hold terrors for 
the German seamen because of the in- 
flexible British policy of never making 
any announcement whatever of the fate 
of captured or lost crews of the Ger- 
man submersibles. This suspense as to 
the fate of comrades who go out never 
to be heard of again was expected to 
undermine the morale of the navy. 

Clashes between German and Aus- 
trian crews are regarded in naval cir- 
cles here as of much significance, par- 
ticularly when considered in the light 
of the extreme situation of Austria, 
whose fighting forces are at the point 
of exhaustion.

London, October 18.—The Times to-

The dispatch mentions agrarian disor- 
ders in the districts of Mohilev and 
Saratov; rioting in Kharkov, resulting 
in the arrest of fifty ring leaders; 
street fighting in Kursk and illicit 
distillin at Veronesh, which led to 
wholesale drunkenness and the sever- 
ing of communication between Tash- 
kent, Turkestan and Petrograd. 

“In Petrograd,” the correspondent 
adds, “conditions are little better with 
the police searching for 18,000 crimi- 
nals. Questionable resorts and night 
clubs are multiplying. Gambling is 
enormously on the increase at the re- 
sorts, the minimum stake being 20,000 
rubles. There are many accidents in 
the streets from motor cars colliding 
and tramcars being derailed. Rob- 
beries are increasing. In fact, no one 
seems to care about anything.”

Drop in Price of Corn. 

“The corn harvest this year is 600,- 
000,000 to 700,000,000 bushels over Jast 
year, and will be generally available 
|} about the end of November. The price 
| of corn rose to $2.30 per bushel in July 
! 


and now stands at $1.90 per bushel in 
Chicago. New corn is quoted in Chi- 
cago at $1.13 per bushel for December, 
| and indicates nearly a 40 per cent drop 
.in the price of corn meal wherever corn 
is wenerally available 

“The. very large corn supply from 
the new harvest, together with the 
larger supplies of barley, velvet beans, 
cotton seed, peanut and soy bean meal, 
all promise much cheaper prices and 
hog and poultry feed will enable the 
production of beef, poultry and dairy 
produets at much lower levels of cost 
to the farmer than today, and his earn- 
ings can be maintained on lower prices 
of products. The packing, cold storage 
and other manufacturing and whole- 
sale distributors in these trades are in 
course of regulation. 

“Beef already shows some tendency 
toward reduction in wholesale prices, 
but these have not been so far reflected 
in the prices quoted by the retaile: 
The price of beef at the packers’ door 
lis 14% cents per pound, as compared 
iwith 16 eents in the month of July. 
while the average retail prices of 
round steak in 796 cities {fs 31 cents 
per pound against 27 cents per pound 
in July, thus showing that retail prices 
have increased while wholesale prices 
have decreased. 

Large Potato Harvest. 

“We have a potato harvest of 59 per 
cent in excess of the crop of last year. 
The price at the loading points varies 
from $1.50 to 80 cents per hundred 
pounds, depending on the_ section 
where grown ahd the cost of getting 
them to market. The price, which is 
somewhat higher than at this period 
last year, is due to a tendency on the 
part of the producer to hold the po- 
tatoes for higher prices than last vear, 
despite the greatly increased crop 
and to the temporary inability of the 
railroads to furnish equipment suffi- 
cient to move from many sections the 
quantity available at this time. The 


‘average price of potatoes delivered in 


the markets has closely followed the 
price which the producer has received 
plus the cost of distribution to the

“Beet sugar prices are being con- 
trolled by the manufacturers upon a 
basis that should reach the retailer 
from 8 to 8% cents per pound depend- 
ing upon the locality. Sugar to con- 
fectioners from beet factories is not 
being restricted and a temporary short- 
age in the northeastern states gives 
no warranty for the advances by re- 
'tailers to over 9 cents per pound. For 
‘this allows fair margin upon the prices 
paid by them for cane sugar they are 
now selling. In any event, the rise 
in retail prices of sugar during the last 
three days in the eastern states is sole- 
ly due to the advancement of these 
prices by retail dealers in the face of 
a short supply and does not bear any 
relation to the prices at which the 
sugars have been purchased. 

“The price of the new Cuba, Porto 
Rican and Hawalian harvest in Decem- 
ber will maintain the beet level as soon 
as it is available. The beet is 1% 
below August prices, and without con- 
certed action of beet manufacturers 
and the refiners of cane sugar, prices 
would now be up to 15 cents owing to 
the short "supplies during the next few 
days.

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ALMOST CRIMINAL NEGLECT. 


“Fuel Administrator Garfield returned to 
Washington today facing the fact that many 
cities confiscated coal to supply freezing 
homes,” said an Associated Press dispatch 
dated at Washington, October 15. “ ‘Save 
coal,’ ” continued the dispatch, “was the cry 
at the fuel administration as the situation’s 
seriousness sank in.” 

_ And every day the railroads are neces- 
sarily confiscating cgal they are hauling for 
customers. 

And right now the Afjanta waterworks 
has on hand enough coal to last only three 
weeks; and just on the eve of the winter 
season! : 

The prediction is freely made that the 
winter will bring untold suffering—espe- 
cially in the northern and western states— 
and the shutting down of numerous manu- 
facturing and other industrial plants, all 
because of the scarcity of fuel with which 
to provide heat and power! This, tod, ata 
time such as never before in our history 
when the very life of the nation depends 
upon our ability to keep the wheels of in- 
dustry turning and grinding out munitions 
and supplies for the men who are fighting 
for the country. 

And while millions of our people are 
menaced by cold because the exigencies of 
the day necessitate the confiscation of their 
coal to supply power for railroads and man- 
ufactories—and even then it is more than 
some of such industrial units can do to keep 
going—more than 55,000,000 potential horse- 


power is permitted year by year to min un-— 


used and wasted into the sea, all for the 
want of development! 

That this is so is attributable to a lack 
of governmental foresight which the New 
York Electrical World properly characterizes 
as “almost criminal negligence!” 

“Over and over again,” said that. publica- 
tion, in an editorial on “The Penalty of 
Sloth’’— 

“we have dinned into the ears of the pub- 
lic the almost criminal negligence of per- 
mitting the water powers of the country 
to remain unutilized in face of the crying 
needs of industry and the certainty that 
the nation’s supply of fuel must be con- 
served.” 

The streams of the United States are 
capable of furnishing, according to official 
estimates, approximately 60,700,000 horse- 
power of electric energy. All but 6,300,000 
horse-power of this potential energy is run- 
ning to waste. | 

Here is suggested a very simple, yet the 
only effective, means of fuel supply conserva- 
tion: The harnessing of this wasted gravity 
power, to electrify our railroads and indus- 
tries, thus to supplant millions of tons of 
coal now being used to meet.a neéd: that 
could far better be met by electricity. 

In our streams the industries would have 
a@ source of power steadily flowing, day and 
night, the year round, and without diminu- 
tion so long as the world lasts—a source of 
power that would never “go on strike,” which 
‘would never haggle about hours or wages. 
It would be much more dependable and eco 
nomical than our constantly diminishing coal 
supply. 

Pending before congress are three bills 
intended to facilitate the development of our 
latent streams by federal encouragement, 
and the condition of the country demands 
that legislation to this end be given consid- 
eration at the earliest possible date—which 
will be immediately after congress convenes 
next December. | 

Of course, the fullest development of our 
water power resources will require years, at 
the best the government could do; but if 
congress acts promptly and gives speedy and 
effective relief, it is possible for a very gub- 
stantial portion of the work to be accom- 
plished within the next year.

_ MORE SHEEP AND CATTLE. 


“The Georgia Land Owners’ association, 
through its chairman, Alex K. Sessoms, has 
made an appeal to the federal government 
‘which merits thoughtful consideration ‘by 
"congress next December because of its rela- 
tion to the nation’s food supply during the 
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bearing upon the permanent future of the 
live stock industry in the south. 

It is simply in the form of a request that 
the government expend $100,000 toward the 
upbuilding of the sheep industry in this sec- 
tion, and $100,000 a year to hasten the eradi- 
cation of the Texas fever cattle tick in Geor- 
gia, as is explained in a letter to each of 


Georgia’s representatives in the national sen- | 
ate and house from Mr. Sessoms, which ap- | 


pears in part elsewhere upon this page. 


That sheep-raising is a sorely neglected | 


industry in the southeast no argument is 


necessary to convince even the most casual 


observer of rural affairs. We have in this 
section, and especially in Georgia, conditions 
that are ideal for sheep-raising—plenty of 
pasture, abundant forage, the best water on 
earth, and plenty of it—with climatic condi- 
tions that are peculiarly adapted to this in- 
dustry, enabling all species of live stock to 
graze in the open, winter and summer. 

But sheep are scarce here, whereas they 
should be included in the live stock equip- 
ment of every farm. They are scarce largely 
because our farmers are not accustomed to 
them, do not understand them nor how to 
grow and care for them, 

It is to supply our deficiency in that re- 
spect—to educate our people in sheep hus- 
bandry, and to assist them in getting a start 
—that the government is asked to lend a 
hand. 

And that the government should do. 

The time could not be more appropriate, 
with wool sky-high because of scarcity, and 
with mutton at a premium. 

As to the additional aid asked to facilitate 
the eradication of the tick—which, according 
to the estimate of the government’s own ex- 
perts, would in one year place 60,000,000 
pounds of beef upon the backs of Georgia 
cattle and add $6,000,000 annually to the 
wealth of Georgia cattle owners, leaving en- 
tirely out of the equation the annual calf 
crop and the introduction of new cattle—the 
wisdom of that must be apparent to every 
thoughtful man. 

The Land Owners’ association hopes to 
have Georgia entirely free from ticks in two 
years. That is easily possible, according to 
experts, with an adequate expenditure of 
money. 

Since the freeing of the country from this 
worst of all menaces to the cattle industry 
would mean tremendous benefit to the nation 
as a whole, it is only commensurate that 
the government should do all within its 
power to hasten the completion of the job. 

Two hundred thousand dollars is an in- 
significant sum measured beside the results 
its judicious expenditure in the direction of 
tick eradication would bring to the nation’s 
food and leather supply.

FIRST AID FOR INFECTIOUS DELUSION. 

“There is one thing I have watched for 
in your column for a good while, but which 
you seem to evade. That is the first aid 
measures one should take when attacked with 
a heavy cold, pending the calling of a doctor -. 
if it proves necessary,” writes a. gentleman. 
He should have said when attacked by a ' 
deplorable delusion. 

That is probably one reason why we, evade 
the subject. It is so hard to make folks un- 
derstand what you are talking about unless 
you fall in with the rabble and call a coryza, 
pharyngitis, laryngitis, bronclfitis of what- 
not a “cold.” And every time you call a dis- 
ease by a false name you give aid and com- 
fort to the willing victims of the delusion. 
Let us agree, then, right here, not to use the 
misleading name, but to apply a more truth- 
ful title of a general character, namely, acute 
respiratory infection. That will suffice for 
the whole gamut of everyday delusfons, from 
acute rhinitis to acute pneumonia. And it 
won't allow you to forget that you’ve caught 
it from some unselfish soul and that you may 
hand it along to some other innocent by- 
stander if you are mean and thoughtless 
enough, 

Here ta what we should do with an acute 
respiratory infection, pending its identifica- 
tion by the doctor: ° 

1. Take a hot mustard foot bath in bed. 
This requires a willing assistant. If no 
assistance is available, then take a hot bath 
and jump directly into a previously warmed 
bed and cover up with plenty of blankets and 
drink a glassful or two of very bot lemonade 
as a chaser for a teaspoonful of sweet spirits 
of nitre in a small amount of cool water. 
All this is for'the purpose of producitme free 
perspiration. After you have perspire@ for 
an hour or more in bed, you may have a dry 
change and you need have no fear whatever 
of “taking more cold” by suddenly stopping 
the perspiration; indeed, a sponging of the 
body with alcohol and water for that very 
purpose is refreshing. 

2. Take an active. cathartic, such as a 
whole bottle of colution of magnesium citrate 
prepared to order by your druggist: or any 
other saline, even plain Epsom salts. 

3. Fast for twelve to twenty-four hours. 

4. Take one grain of hexamethylenamin 
for every twenty pounds of body weight every 
four hours for two'days. This exerts some 
mild antiseptic action in the respiratory mem- 
brane, where it is eliminated frem the blood 
as a formaldehyde compound. 

5. Breathe nothing but the open air, and 
as cold as the weather will permit. 

6. Let everybody keep at least five feet 
from your muzzle when you sneeze, cough, 
talk, laugh or scold. It is really unsafe to 
pass your infection around, for how do you 
know whether it is going to be quinsy, pneu- 
monia, infantile paralysis, meningitis or diph- 
theria? 
7. If there is soreness in the throat or 
chest, keep cold moist compresses applied for 
twenty-four hours, a fresh application every 
hour or two, covered with oiled silk or with 
woolen flannel to keep the clothing dry. 

8. if the atmosphere has not cleared up 
by morning, your experiment is a failure and 
it is time to send for someone who can make 
a better guess,

Thinks Constitution Knows 
Too Much About Snakes 


I read your editorial 
Allies’’*—in a recent 


Editor Constitution: 
—‘Snakes as Farmers’ 
Constitution. 

I wonder where you could have acquired 
such a stack of knowledge about snakes. 

I was born and reared on a cotton plan- 
tation and was taught from early childhood 
that snakes were wholly evil, and that the 
Biblical statement that the “‘Woman’s seed 
should bruise the  serpent’s head” was in 
fact a religious injunction that should in 
nowise be shirked. 

You see, I grew up on quite famillar terms 
with the species, so to speak, and could tell 
those of our section, middle Alabama, by 
name. I knew but three venomous ones— 
the rattlesnake, two kinds; the moccasin, half 
a dozen varieties, and the copperhead, the 
negroes called them ‘‘rattlesnake’s pllot”— 
not a numerous species. 

I knew the black snake, the chicken snake 
and the house snake would catch mice, but 
I did not know that either of these would 
tackle a rat, and I do not think so now, 
but a rattler will and will catch and gewal- 
low a squirrel also. 

About the field mice: I wonder how much 
corn, wheat, oats, or any other grain, the 
poor little weazened fellows destroy? Not 
one-tenth the amount that a bluejay or a 
woodpecker would, and there are ten of these 
to one poor little field mouse and who, but 
a pigeontoed, thoughtless boy or a bandy- 
legged, snub-nosed man would do such a 
thing as to kill the splendid jaybird! 

There is no question about rats destroy- 
ing grain—vast quantities of all kinds of 
grain—and under certain exceptional condéi- 
tions they will destroy it in the field. But 
the accursed things do most of the destrye- 
tion in the corn cribs and barns, where very 
few snakes ever go. 

But I will go back to the snakes: The 
black snake, the black runner, the ooagh- 
whip, are especially fond of lizards, toads 
and tree frogs. These latter live wholly 
on insects, and one single one will destroy 
more insects in a single day than a black 
snake would in a whole lifetime of many 
summers. I have seen a black snake chase’ 
a little tree frog for many yards, the lit- 
tle frog screeching in apprehensive -agony, 
catch him and swallow him; and then [I 
had the satisfaction of killing the snake. 

I do not know Mr. Shufeldt, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who also is full of knowledge of 
snakes, but his snake lore is quite awry algo. 
The chicken snake is the special enemy of 
all the bird kind, and destroys far more 
birds—the old birds, young birds and bird 
eggs—than evén the wicked boy with his 
sling-shot and gun. He will clean out a hen’s 
nest of eggs, or young chicks, at one sitting 
—one mess—and I have seen one with a hen’s’ 
head and neck down his throat to the hen’s 
breast, and the hen dead. 

The chicken snake grows to be quite a 
big snake, but I do not believe the biggest 
one would tackle a barn rat, and I think if it 
did, the chances are, ten to one, there would: 
be a dead chicken snake! on

If They Do Not United States

Unless coal mine operators take im- 
mediate steps to co-operate with the 
g@vernment their mines will be 
brought under federal control within 
ten days. Such was the prediction of 
Congressman William Schley Howard, 
speaking to the members of the At- 
lanta builders’ exchange at their reg- 
ular luncheon at the chamber of com- 
merce yesterday afternoon. 

“The prevailing price of all * com- 
modities may seem high to most of us,” 
Mr. Howard said, “but there are rea- 
sons which warrant these prices with 
two notable exceptions. And these ex- 
ceptions are sugar and coal. I predict 
that unless immediate action is taken 
by the coal mine owners to get in line 
with the government policy of a fair 
price to the ultimate consumer, federal 
authorities will seize the mines. It will 
happen within ten days.”

Mr. Howard called attention to the 
fact that no contonment in the United 
States is being constructed by a con- 
tractor from the town where the can- 
tonment is located, except in Atlanta. 
“Colonel Isaac W. Littell told me the

Savannah, Ga., October 18.—The two- 
million-dollar sugar refinery here, 
which has been melting about a million 
pounds of sugar daily since its comple- 
tion several months ago, will close down 
at the end of this week on account of 
the exhaustion of the Cutan raw sugar 
stock, it is announced. 

There is a general shortage of sugar 
all over the country, it is stated, but 
there is, however, a certain amount of 
raw sugar from last year’s crop still 
unsold in Cuba, 

As to when the refinery will resume 
melting, the management states that 
this depends upon whether the raw 
Sugar committee of the government and 
the sellers of last year’s Cuban sugar

proporton of such sugar shipped to this 
country. 

The refinery has been paying about 
$10,000 a day to the government on 
sugar duties. The firm is styled the 
Savannah Sugar Refining corporation.

NEW LABRADOR LAKES 
MAPPED BY EXPLORERS 


St. Johns, N. F., October 18.—Chains 
of lakes hitherto unmapped, and rivers 
equally unknown, were traversed in the 
interior of Labrador by the exploring 
parties of representatives of the Na- 
tional Geographical society and the 
Carnegie museum, Pittsburg, which ar- 
rived here yesterday. The journey cov- 
ered about 750 miles over a route never 
before traveled by white men, and was 
made more difficult by the fact that the 
five Indians who were taken along as 
guides proved to be unfamillar with 
the country. 

The party included W. E. C. Todd, cu- 
rator of ornithology in the Carnegie 
museum; O, J. Murie, curator of mam- 
mals in the-same institution, and Al- 
fred Marshal, of Chicago. 

They left Seven Islands bay on the 
north side of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
about the end of May, and traveled 
north by canoe and portages, reaching 
Fort Chimo, near Ungava bay, August

AMERICAN SUPREMACY 
SURE OUTCOME OF WAR 


New Orleans Cotton Broker 
Foresees Tremendous Ad- 
vantage to South. 


W. W. Morrison, of Herrmann & 
Wolf, prominent cotton brokers of New 
Orleans, foresees American leadership 
in the moral, political and industrial ac- 
tivities of the world as a result of our 
participation in the present war. In 
a recently-published statement he 
says: 

oy am inclined to take an optimistic view 
of the effect the war is likely to have*upon 
this country, both before and after it comes 
to a close. 

“The financial capital of the world has 
already definitely passed to this country, 
and the enormous sums that Europe must 
send over here every year in the way of 
interest fof many generations make it 
reasonable that this supremacy will con- 
tinue for very many years, perhaps for all 
time, At least such a conclusion looks 
reasonable. In the matter of manufactur- 
ing cotton goods, for instance, the -lead ts 
rapidly being transferred to the United 
States, Just a little while back we were 
only using one-third of the American crop. 
Now we are using about two-thirds and 
there is every prospect of American mills 
absorbing the gntire American crop in a 
few years, and only a very few at that. 

‘We often hear the question asked if cot- 
ton cannot be exported, what are the 
American producers going to do about it? 
In view of this obvious trend, it looks a

consumers going to do about it? Or rather, 
which seems nearer to a probability, if 
American consumption leaves no cotton to 
send abroad, what are the cotton spinners 
of Europe going to do about it? Indeed, it 
occurs to me that this increasing absorp- 
tion of American cotton by American mills 
is among the very real and very grave 
menaces to the great cotton manufactur- 
ing industry of the old world. The close 
of the war is likely to increase rather than 
to decrease this menace. 

“These changes in the cotton tndustry, as 
it relates to the south, are wholly con- 
structive. The record shows that this 
great increase in manufacturing in this 
country is, by very much the largest part, 
confined to southern mills. The evidence 
constantly grows that the capital of the 
great cotton manufacturing industry of 
the world is being definitely transferred to 
the country of the cotton fields Can we 
not call it the inexorabie logic of an in- 
exorable law of trade? In this connection 
it should be stated, not so long ago Europe 
largely financed and carried the surplus 
cotton of the world. That supremacy and 
the vast power and profits that go with it 
has now passed to the south. The south 
in recent years has carried, practically 
without aid, most all of the surplus cotton 
in the world. 

“As to the outlook for prices this season, 
all the fundamentals point to a sustained 
and advancing market. During the last 
two years the consumption of American 
was 4,128,000 bales more than was pro- 
duced, or something more than 2,000,000 
bales for each year. This meant a heavy 
invasion into the surplus stock of the 
world. The trend of consumption and the 
trend of crop developments point rather 
decisively to a like deficit in production 
and a like invasion into the surplus again 
this year. 

“It ts clear that the cotton trade through- 
out the balance of this season wil! have to 
deal with a far more acute relation be- 
tween the supply and the demand than 
they had to deal with last year. It is clear 
also that it costs now about three times 
more to grow cotton than it did when 
cotton was around 10 cents a pound. There 
is nothing difficult or dubious about fig- 
uring up this cost. Taking this cost and 
reasoning from the normal relations of 
things, cotton should be bringing 30 cents 
a pound, and this is warranted by the 
growing acuteness of the relations between 
the supply and the demand.”’
